Commons. 
Burke, speading in the House of 
Common said: “There are three 
estates in Parliam ent, but in the 
R eposers’ Gallery yonder there 
sits a Fourth Estate, more im­ 
portant by far than all the others." 
Friendly Relationship 
And now to our own Fourth E s­ 
tate. The Gettysburg Times. But 
first I think I should make clear 
my connection or association wuth

Times 
by 
stating

am not, never have been, and 
never expect to be on its payroll. 
My only connection with the paper 
Is a friendly relationship, of long 
standing, with its Editor and the 
entire organization — a relation­ 
ship which I cherish and prize very 
highly. 
The stuff I write is submitted 
gratis, and if, in the opinion of 
the editor, it m erits publication he 
runs it; otherwise, its next and 
final stop is the waste basket. 
This is a little story I have long 
wanted to write, and I sincerely 
hope that the editor’s innate modes­ 
ty w'ill not preclude its publication.

ATOMIC ENERGY 
BENEFIT BILL 


WASHINGTON (Pi—President Ei­ 
senhower today got a bill carrying 
out his sweeping new program to 
open the way for a private atomic 
power industry and to bolster Eu­ 
ropean defenses with more data 
on nuclear weapons. 
The House put Congress* final 
approval on the long-debated m eas­ 
ure by voice vote yesterday. The 
Senate had accepted the compro­ 
mise version Monday. 
The measure sent to the White 
House requires the sharing of all 
civilian patents for five years on a 
free basis. After that, owners of 
developments not made under gov­ 
ernment auspices can get exclusive 
patent rights for 17 years, renew­ 
able for the same period.

tween the House position calling 
for exclusive patents at the outset 
and the original Senate demand for 
IO years of compulsory patent- 
sharing.

The responsibilities of the edi­ 
tor of a small town newspaper, 
(and when I use the term "small 
town," I mean towns of from five 
to

many and varied. 
To begin with, the editor must 
have a natural aptitude for the 
profession, coupled with more than 
ordinary imaginaion. resourceful- 
aess. and initiative. He must be a 
;lose observer, well balanced in 
Judgment; in fact, a born diplo­ 
mat if he is to please all the peo­ 
ple, which, of course, is not hu­ 
manly possible; but from my ac­ 
quaintance with many small town 
Pennsylvania editors I have no 
hesitation in saying that our local 
Editor compares most favorably 
with the best of them. 
Threat of Libel 
An editor, if he prints the news 
•a it is, stands a good chance of 


making someone mad. If there is 
the least loop-hole in an article 
he may be sued for libel; or some 
fool purist, saturated with obsolete 
words and phrases, w-ill call the 
editor’s hand on the newspaper’s 
English. As already indicated, to 
run a paper to suit everybody, it 
can’t be done. Some fellow going 
through life with a grouch and a 
negative complex and knowing ab­ 
solutely nothing about the newspa­ 
per business, will be heard to say 
that there’s never anything worth- 
while in his paper, that he could 
get out a better newspaper him­ 
self, etc. Yet he yells to high 
heaven if for some unavoidable 
reason, a single edition fails to 
reach him. 
Open-Minded, Receptive 
But 
these 
are 
the 
excep­ 
tions. 
The 
experienced 
news­ 
paperman is case-hardened to such 
criticism, while at the same time 
he is open-minded and receptive 
to helpful suggestions looking to 
the common good of his readers. 


Of the numerous roles played 
by the small town editor, one is 
that of referee in the homes of the 
community. Think of the many 
times questions arise as to dates 
and places and are quickly settled 
by reference to the local paper. 
It is really worth many times a 
year’s subscription to convince the 
distaff side of the household that 
she s all wrong by merely point­ 
ing to the answer in the newspaper 
without even saying a word. If 
that doesn’t make the editor an 
outstanding 
peacemaker, 
then 
your correspondent should see a 
psychiatrist. 
Indispensable To Merchants 
The local news paper is indis­ 
pensable to merchants and shop­ 
pers. Churches would be at a loss 
without its columns to keep their 
parishioners inforrjjed as to serv- 
•' s nnd various activi­ 
ties; and the schools would be 
t>. 
..anuicapped if deprived 
of the paper’s support and public­ 
ity facilities. The Court House, too, 
with its legal machinery, would 
be at a disadvantage in the expe­ 
ditious handling of its business.

Brownell Opposes Bill 
The presidential uncertainty — 
Eisenhower’s attorney general. 
Herbert 
Brownell, led 
the 
fight 
against the original Senate bill. If 
Congress, nevertheless, votes for 
it, the President is in a dilemma; 
If he signed the measure into 
law, it would be contrary to what 
his administration had argued. If 
he vetoed it, he would be going 
contrary to the will of Congress, 
particularly in an election year 
when a firm stand against com­ 
munism cannot be considered po­ 
litically unpopular. 
The uncertainty of its effect— 
The Subversive Activities Con­ 
trol Board, operating under au­ 
thority of the 1950 McCarran In­ 
ternal Security Act, ruled Commu­ 
nist party members and leaders 
must be registered with the govern­ 
ment on the grounds that their 
party is a Moscow agent. Tile Com­ 
munists appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 
May Have To Register 
If the court, perhaps by next 
spring, upholds the board the Com­ 
munists will be required to regis­ 
ter. But the McCarran Act says 
the fact that a Communist had to 
be registered would not incrimi­ 
nate him in any way.
